backer as was tru e fo r DeKalb, 
bu t th at th ere was n o q u estio n

Size h ad n o bearin g o n a ef­

DeGau lle’s bo dy was n o t at 
th is Ch u rch o f Ou r Lady , wh ere 
th e tall gen eral o n ce celebrated 
th e liberatio n o f Paris fro m th e 
legio n s o f Ado lf Hitler. Th e 
bo dy rem ain ed at th e h o me v il­ 
lage wh ere h e liv ed an d died. 


An d th ere, a few h o u rs later, it 
was co mmitted to th e so il o f 
Fran ce.

Rejectio n o f th e p act by th e 
co u n cil w'o u ld sen d th e u n io n ’s 
n ego tiato rs back to th e bargain ­ 
in g table an d wTo u ld almo st c e r­ 
tain ly p u sh th e eigh t-week o ld 
strike in to 197 1.

Offi­ 
cers said ex p lo siv es o n a tru ck ap p aren tly 
were ign ited Wedn esday n igh t by sp arks fro m 
a h igh -v o ltage electric lin e stru ck by a cran e. 
On ly o n e v ictim w-as immediately iden ti­ 
fied. He was Dav id K. Ellis, 2 6, Tu lsa, wh o 
h ad been emp lo y ed by th e P an American 
Petro leu m Co rp . abo u t fiv e mo n th s. 
Th e ex p lo sio n o ccu rred at th e Pan Am eri­ 
c an ’s Bird Creek testin g site in n o rth east Tu l­ 
sa Co u n ty .

Car repairs soar even 
in minor accidents 


By CARLTON SMITH 
Repair bills for damage done 
in minor, slow-speed collisions 
will 
vary 
enormously—by 
hundreds of dollars, in some 
cases, depending on the type of 
car 
you’re driving 
and 
the 
make. 
Would you care to make a 
guess for example, at the cost of 
repairs when at 5 miles an 
hour—the speed of a fast walk— 
you hit a solid object such as a 
barrier? 
Among 
12 cars 
so 
crash- 
tested—ranging in size from 
minis to standard sedans, in­ 
cluding 
both 
imports 
and 
dom estics—the cost 
of re-, 
pairing 
the 
damage 
ranged 
from $120 25 (a mini import) to 
$309.25 
(standard 
Detroit 
sedan). 
Hitting the barrier at 15 miles 
an hour resulted in repair costs 
of $1.052.60 to $486.86—for, 
respectively, an American- 
made “pony ca r" and another 
imported mini of a different 
make. 
The figures come from crash- 
test studies conducted this year 
by the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, supported by 
more than 500 of the companies 
that write auto insurance. The 
results are impressive, if you're 
economy-minded about the cost 
of repairing the damage—often 
not so minor—that can occur 
even at slow speeds. 
The 12 cars included 10 do­ 
mestic products—four sta n­ 
dard, medium-priced sedans, 
four 
“ pony 
c a r s “ 
— 
the 
smallish 
machines 
with 
a 
sporty look—and two 
minis. 
There were two foreign cars, 
both minis. 
The cars were sujected to 
seven kinds of crashes—head- 
on. rear-end and side, at speeds 
from 5 to 15 miles an hour, 
producing 76 different collisions 
and 76 repair bills. 
The smallest bill, $64 45. was 
incurred by a foreign mini in a 
rear-end crash at 5 m.p.h. The 
biggest was the $1.052.60 for the 


pony car in a 15-m.p.h. head-on. 
The size of the bill wasn't 
always proportional to the size 
of the car The four minis did. 
it’s 
true, 
consistently 
average less, in each tvpe of 
crash, 
than 
the 
two Tbigger 
types. But the two U.S. minis 
proved more expensive to 
repair, in 41 out of 62 crashes, 
than some of the eight bigger 
cars. 
In 28 out of 48 crashes, the 
pony cars ran up bigger bills 
than 
some of 
the 
standard 
sedans, though the average of 
the four ponies was always 
lower, except in the 15-m.p.h. 
front-end crash. 
The only clear-cut general­ 
ization was that the two im­ 
ported minis ran up the lowest 
repair bills in all 76 crashes. We 
should say that one other result 
was clear-cut: the hair-raising 
size of the bills, which were 
under $150 in only six instances, 
and over $300 in 71 per cent of 
these slow-speed collisions. 
If that gives you something to 
worry about, as the owner of a 
family car or two, you have lots 
of company—the whole auto 
insurance industry. Its under­ 
writers. which paid out some 
$280 million to settle property- 
damage claims alone last vear.

Dear Dr. Lanib— I have con­ 
tracted the “shingles” and am 
in terrible pain. 
Would you 
please tell me what to do and 
how long it will last? 
Dear 
Reader— 
“Shingles" 
are caused by the same virus 
that causes chicken pox. Char­ 
a cteristica lly, “ shingles" or 
herpes zoster occurs in adults, 
although it can occur in chil­ 
dren. 
In most cases, the adult has 
previously had chicken pox. The 
virus may remain in a dormant 
state for years and then become 
active. 
Usually a nerve root is in­ 
volved. The inflamed skin is 
over the area where the nerve is 
located. The most common lo­ 
cation is along the curvature of 
a rib. A nerve follows the course 
of the rib from the spine, half­ 
way around the chest. The band 
of pain may exist for several 
days before any changes in the 
skin are noted. In this time in­ 
terval the doctor often has trou­ 
ble discovering the cause of the 
severe pain. Then a rash, such 
as that seen in chicken pox, oc­ 
curs along the rib. 
The period of acute 
pain 
usually lasts 10 to 21 days, but 
the area may be sore for some 
time thereafter. 
Unfortunately, there is noth­ 


ing that can be given to elimi­ 
nate the condition except medi­ 
cine to relieve pain, so the dis­ 
ease usually runs its course. 
Pain medicine and tincture of 
time are all that can be offered. 
If the skin gets infected, the in­ 
fection has to be treated. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I am 62 
years old. Recently when I uri­ 
nate I notice that I am passing 
blood. I have had prostatitis in 
the past and I have passed 
stones. I do not have any pain or 
hurt anyplace. Could it be can­ 
cer of the kidneys or prostate 
gland? 
Dear Reader— Yes, it could. 
If it is painless bleeding it is 
probably not stones. The only 
way you can find out the cause 
is from a complete examina­ 
tion. It is likely that the doctor 
will need to look into your blad­ 
der or do other studies to locate 
the source of the bleeding and 
its cause. 
Don't wait. See your doctor 
right away since blood in the ur- 


me, particularly without pain, 
can be caused by cancer and, if 
that is the cause, the earlier you 
receive treatment the better. 
Regardless o f the cause, you 
need treatment.

So it is well for schoolteachers 
in the early grades to schedule a 
“ Fear Party” each year. Let 
the teacher announce such an 
event in advance, to whet the 
curiosity of the pupils. 
Then she can start this “ talk 
clinic” by casually mentioning 
how terrified she> was at their 


age, because of her dread of 
bugs or lightning or whatever 
was her own pet phobia. To hear 
their teacher confess to having 
been the slave of a childhood 
fear, will be very heartening to 
the class. 
Then the teacher may ask if 
anybody else in the class has 
been afraid of bugs or lightning 
or snakes, or other things. 
Usually, a little girl will tim­ 
idly put up her hand and then 
make 
her public confession 
about some phobia. Another lit­ 
tle girl will usually follow. Then 
a little boy may raise his hand 
and offer his dread of ghosts or 
lightning. 
Since it has now become 
“ fashionable” to ventilate their 
secret terrors, everybody in the 


class may finally acknowledge 
sohie 
form erly 
repressed 
dread. 
This is superb group psychia­ 
try and relaxes the kiddjes tre­ 
mendously. For they now real­ 
ize that everybody has some 
phobia or terror. 
Thus, their previous belief 
that they alone were the only 
“ chicken” in the class is demol­ 
ished, so they feel more confi­ 
dent. 
And they often can offer prac­ 
tical suggestions during this 
“ Fear Party” as to how they 
helped overcome their own spe­ 
cific dread. 
Many neurotic kiddies, often 
headed for visits to a child psy­ 
chiatrist, 
may 
now 
become 
calmer

Tenant unions tied to hikes 
CHICAGO (AP) — An u rban 
research analy st has tied the 
gro wth o f tenants u nio ns to giant 
rent increases bu t say s that 
land lo rd s and renters “are in­ 
v o lv ed in a natu rally , mu tu ally 
abrasiv e situ atio n.’’ 
Thea K. Flau m, a member o f 
the Urban Research Co rp ., Chi­ 
cago , said Wed nesd ay that fo r a 
renter, “an ap artment is his 
ho me and maintenance p ro b­ 
lems are a p erso nal affro nt, 
whereas a land lo rd v iews it ju st 
as p ro p erty .” 
“There is a bu ilt-in u nd erly ing 
anger tenants feel to ward man­ 
agement,” she to ld a gro u p o f 
land lo rd s attend ing a co nference 
o n “Und erstand ing the Tenant 
Mo v ement.” 


Mrs. Flau m said the tenant 
rights mo v ement has mo re than 
d o u bled in the last y ear and is 
no t co nfined to lo wer-inco me 
gro u p s. 


Tenants u nio ns are “almo st in­ 
v ariably triggered by rent in­ 
creases,” she said , and o nce 
tenants get to gether o ther issu es 
arise. These inclu d es charges o f 
p o o r maintenance, inad eq u ate 
secu rity p ro v isio ns, secu rity d e­ 
p o sits and lease clau ses renters 


feel are fav o rable to land lo rd s, 
she said . 
Co mp laints su rface ev en in ex ­ 
p ensiv e high-rise d wellings, she 
said , and a co mmo n charge 
amo ng wealthy tenants is that 
their bu ild ings are beco ming 
“lu x u ry slu ms.” 
Ano ther p articip ant in the 
co nference, My ro n Mo sko v itz, 
said that while ex isting law 
tend s to fav o r land lo rd s, recent 
co u rt d ecisio ns are p ro v id ing re­ 
co u rse fo r tenants. 
Mo sko v itz, an atto rney with 
the Earl Warren Legal Institu te 
Berkeley , Calif., said co u rts in 
fo u r states recently hav e ru led 
that leases carry with them an 
“imp lied warranty o f habitabil­ 
ity .” This meant, he said , that 
tenants hav e a right to ex p ect 
ap artments to be habitable and 
free fro m su bstantial co d e v io ­ 
latio ns su ch as rat infestiatio n 
o r flo o d ing. 
He said the stand ard resid en­ 
tial lease is an anachro nistic 
carry o v er fro m the agricu ltu r­ 
al so ciety o f the Mid d le Ages 
which fav o rs land lo rd s. Mo st 
leases “giv e land lo rd s as mu ch 
p o wer as p o ssible and as little 
as p o ssible to the tenants,” he 
d eclared .

Trillion dolla r e c onomy 
Ho w Do e s Yo u r Ga rd e n Gro w? 


U.S. output of goods and services in 
1971 will exceed the trillion dollar mark 
for the first time on a calendar year 
basis, according to the Business Eco­ 
nomics Department of Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company. 
In current dollars, gross national 
product may reach $1,046 billion, re­ 
flecting a seven per cent increase as 
compared with an estimated five per­ 
cent rise in 197 0. After allowance for 
price changes, physical volume of out­ 
put is also expected to grow with 
“ rear* GNF possibly climbing 2 l/2 per 
cent in 197 1, following no gain at all in 
197 0. 
In a study on the outlook for 197 1, 
the economists view the trends for next 
year as follows: expected gains for 
consumer spending, state and local 
government purchases, and residential 
construction; a further downtrend in 
federal government purchases, contin­ 
ued slow rise in business fixed invest­ 
ments, and relatively tight financial 
m arkets; some reduced but still exces­ 
sive inflationary pressures; and less 
than full employment of the labor 
force. Special factors also operating 
during 1971 (mainly in the first six 
months), note the economists, include 
a rebound from the auto strike and a 
buildup of steel inventories in anticipa­ 
tion of a possible strike in that industry 
next August. 


In the report, the Business Econom­ 
ics Department discusses the various 
segm ents of the economy: 
Consumer— With total income be­ 
fore taxes likely to expand seven per­ 
cent or more, consumers will provide 
the m ajor support in the upward trend 
of the economy in 197 1. Consumer 
spending next year is expected to total 
$666 billion, representing a somewhat 
faster increase than their incomes for 
the year. Personal income in 197 1 will 
total a record $860 billion, with per cap­ 
ita income expected to exceed $4,100, 
according to the study. 
Housing— In 1971 housing is likely 
to rebound by $4 l2 billion or about 16 
per cent, compared to an eight per cent 
dip in 197 0. 
B u sin ess Investm ent— B u sin ess 
outlays for non-residential construc­ 
tion and producers’ durable equipment 
may average only about a three per 
cent increase in 1971 compared to a 


four per cent rise this year. Causes of 
the slowdown include excess capacity, 
the 197 0 decline in corporate profits 
and tight and expensive credit which is 
expected to continue in 197 1. 
Labor— Civilian employment in 
1971 will probably average about 80 
million. Though unemployment may 
increase somewhat over the next sev­ 
eral months, an eventual decrease in 
the total number of jobless is likely 
sometime during 197 1, according to the 
economists. 
Government Trends— Purchases of 
goods and services for national defense 
in 1971 are expected to show a $3 billion 
reduction from 197 0 for a cumulative 
drop of $5.5 billion below the 1969 peak 
of $7 9 billion. However, increases in 
wages, pensions and cost of military 
equipment and supplies are officially 
estimated to offset about half the ac­ 
tual cutback in defense programs. 
The federal fiscal outlook indicates 
a budget deficit of at least $10 billion in 
fiscal 197 1; and for the year beginning 
next July 1, the deficit threatens to 
climb to about $20 billion, according to 
the researchers. Such heavy deficit fi­ 
nancing would seriously impair efforts 
to curb inflation, they note. 
Money and Capital M arkets— Dur­ 
ing 1971 the strong demand for long­ 
term funds is expected to continue, re­ 
flecting the need to finance the federal 
deficit, state and local capital spend­ 
ing, the nation’s housing requirements 
and to meet the need of business to im­ 
prove liquidity, finance capital spend­ 
ing and lengthen the maturity of debt. 
Combining this and the continued in­ 
corporation of an inflation factor into 
the interest rate structure, long-term 
rates are expected to remain at rela­ 
tively high levels throughout 197 1, ac­ 
cording to the economists. 
“ If the economy develops in 197 1 as 
analyzed here,” they observe, ‘‘the 
rate of real growth would still be 
among the lowest since 1960, except for 
a slight gain in 1961 and none at all in 
197 0. The years 1969-7 1 can be charac­ 
terized as a period of slowdown, large­ 
ly resulting from the deliberate efforts 
to restore the U.S. economy to non-in- 
flationary growth, principally through 
monetary and fiscal restraints. But at­ 
tempts to reduce the rate of price infla­ 
tion have not been too successful thus 
far.” 
Inv e s tme nts in U.S. 


Business investment in the United 
States by foreign companies is rising 
sharply—by more than $1 billion in 1969 
alone—and the upward trend appears 
likely to continue. What’s more, the in­ 
crease could have significant benefits 
for the U.S. These conclusions are 
drawn in an article in The Morgan 
Guaranty Survey. 
“ Foreign direct investment in the 
U.S.—defined officially as foreign own­ 
ership of 25 per cent or more in U.S. en­ 
terprises—has 
registered 
unusually 
large gains during the past three 
years,” the Survey observes. From an 
average annual increase of $350 million 
between 1950 and 1966, it notes, book 
value of foreign investments in this 
country rose by almost $900 million in 
both 1967 and i9 68. Official figures for 
1969 are not yet available, but the Sur­ 
vey estim ates that last year book value 
may well have risen more than $1 bil­ 
lion. to a total of some $12 billion. 
Among the advantages seen for this 
country in more foreign investments 
are an expansion of the job market, 
lessening of foreign concern over 
American investments abroad, and an 
improvement in the U.S. balance of 
payments resulting from higher capi­ 
tal inflows. 
The economic review lists several 
reasons why foreign companies come 
here, ranging from avoiding import 
barriers to absorbing American man­ 
agem ent techniques. Frequently, it 
says, ‘‘the essential drive stem s from 
the wish of foreign firms to gain a surer 
footing in the U.S. market than export 
sales alone may perm it.” 
Another factor pointing to a sus­ 
tained direct-investment thrust into 
the U.S., the Survey article says, is the 


recent rapid growth in the size of for­ 
eign companies, arising principally 
from m ergers. This growth, it ob­ 
serves, implies a m arked increase in 
the capacity of these larger firm s to 
generate investment capital. 
The bank publication notes that de­ 
spite greater foreign investment inter­ 
est “ there has by no means been a total 
withering away of all reluctance about 
direct entry into the American market. 
The causes of hesitation include con­ 
cern over such problems as the ex­ 
penses of restyling merchandise, ab­ 
sorbing high labor costs, and comply­ 
ing with different state and federal 
laws.” 
Many foreign companies also are 
concerned about U.S. anti-trust policy, 
the Survey 
comments, 
“ with 
the 
charge sometimes made that it is ad­ 
ministered in a discriminatory and 
protectionist spirit so as to minimize 
the competition American firm s have 
to face.” 
Such charges are “ difficult to sup­ 
port,” the Survey holds. “ The Justice 
Department has watched foreign ac­ 
tivities within the U.S. very closely, to 
be sure, but with no sharper eye than it 
has watched the market behavior of 
U.S. firm s.” 
Noting that the reaction of U.S. in­ 
dustry to the faster pace of foreign di­ 
rect investment here has been general­ 
ly positive, the review concludes that 
“ although the presence of increasing 
numbers of foreign companies in this 
country will bring new and more vigor­ 
ous competition for some U.S. compa­ 
nies in the years ahead, the nation as a 
whole unquestionably stands to gain 
numerous benefits from the infusion of 
foreign capital and skills."

HONOLULU (N EA )— P resi­ 
dent Nixon, styled the m aster 
politician, has a way of out­ 
foxing him self, and the Republi­ 
can s’ heavy governorship losses 
in the 197 0 elections are evi­ 
dence he m ay have done it at 
this critical time for his party’s 
future. 
THE DEM OCRATS’ net pick­ 
up of governorships in the range 
of 10 or so, coupled with neces­ 
sarily incomplete figures in­ 
dicating total Dem ocratic con­ 
trol of at least 27 of the 50 state 
legislatures, can reinforce the 
party handicap of the GOP for 
another decade or more. 
FOR, ON THE basis of the 
197 0 census totals, district lines 
for both congressional and state 
legislative seats will be re­ 
drawn in 197 1 and thereafter. 
No 
one 
doubts 
that 
where 
Dem ocrats have control at the 
state level, those lines will be 
drawn to their advantage. 
IF THE importance of this es­ 
capes anyone, let it be rem em ­ 
bered that only twice since 1930 
has the GOP comm anded the 
U.S. House for two-year peri­ 
ods. In the last 20 elections from 
that date on, the GOP only five 
times has elected 200 or more 
congressm en—with 218 needed 
for a m ajority. Even without the 
coming new reapportionment, 
the Dem ocrats already have 
such a strong leg up in many 
areas that in any given election 
year they need only a fair por­ 
tion of the so called swing dis­ 
tricts to gain a House m ajority. 
MOREOVER, IN these 197 0 
tests, the Dem ocrats have come 
close to turning around the 
GOP’s lopsided 32-18 edge in 
governorships, which included 
nine of the 10 most populous 
states (Missouri previously was 
the 
most 
populous 
northern 


state with a Democratic gov­ 
ernor). 
NOW, IN ADDITION to keep­ 
ing their prior hold on Texas, 
the Dem ocrats have cut into the 
10 biggest with victories in Pen­ 
nsylvania, Ohio and Florida and 
m ay add another. 
A U TO M A TICA LLY, 
TH IS 
widens the D em ocrats’ power 
base for a strong presidential 
thrust against Nixon in 197 2, 
especially since the D em ocrats’ 
big state triumphs are backed 
up by governorship victories in 
such second-tier states as Min­ 
nesota, 
Wisconsin, 
Nebraska 
and Oklahoma. Their only loss 
to the GOP in this category was 
Connecticut. 
A 
PARTY 
HOLDING 
ap 
proximately three-fifths of the 
governorships, 
as 
the 
Dem­ 
ocrats will in 197 2 as result 
ot this election, can operate 
with far m ore unity and sense of 
command in a swing behind a 
key presidential prospect like 
Maine’s Dem ocratic Sen. E d ­ 
mund Muskie, than can a loose 
confederation of headless state 
organizations 
such 
as 
com ­ 
prised the Dem ocratic party 
after 1968. 


OF ALL THIS peril to himself 
in 197 2 and to the GOP’s long- 
range building hopes, Nixon had 
fair warning in at least one pri­ 
vate mem orandum earlier this 
year. The key point of this advi­ 
sory w as that the President was 
concentrating on the wrong ball 
gam e. 
IN 
P E R SO N A L L Y 
c a m ­ 
paigning in an unprecedented 22

The stepped-up rate of bomb­ 
ings nationwide and the discov­ 
ery in New York last week of 
detailed plans for a system atic 
terror 
cam paign 
against 
50 
buildings are beginning to con­ 
vince law enforcement agencies 
that the “ guerrilla w arfare” 
long threatened by anarchosyn- 
dicalists and their Maoist allies 
in this country is on its way to 
becoming reality. The tip-off: 
Extrem ist groups and individ­ 
uals, each going their own way 
in the past, have consolidated 
and are now coordinating their 
terrorist activities. 
THIS CONSOLIDATION took 
place at a strategy meeting of 
representatives of 17 New Left 
organizations in Milwaukee last 
June. At the time, the new coali­ 
tion mildly announced to the un­ 
derground and far-left press 
that it would “ initiate year- 
round daily protest and resis­ 
tance activity at the local and 
region al le v e l” and launch 
“ m ajor national actions.” P res­ 
ent at the meeting were leaders 
of hard-core extrem ist groups 
as well as a scattering of aca ­ 
demic figures and m em bers of 
several “ respectable” organi­ 
zations now in the process of be­ 
ing “ radicalized.” 
A HIGHLY secret m em oran­ 
dum being circulated among 
the top echelons of the terrorist 
movement in the United States 
discloses that the coalition is 
moving into high gear. It now 
has a high command headquar­ 
tered in Washington, D.C., and 
field staffs in the m ajor cities— 
with New York, Chicago, De­ 
troit, San Francisco, and Seat­ 
tle serving as divisional com ­ 
mand posts. 
THE MEMORANDUM is, in 
effect, the order of battle for an 
assault on the people and gov­ 
ernment of the United States. It 
is explicit enough to list tar­ 
gets— cities, corporations, gov­ 
ernment buildings. Phase One 
of these plans, which calls for 
an acceleration of the pace and 
a broadening of the scope of 
what once seem ed like haphaz­ 
ard and unmotivated bombing, 
is already being carried out— 
as reports from New York dem ­ 
onstrate. 
PHASE TWO calls for the 
start of a concerted terror cam ­ 
paign against such industrial 
giants 
as 
General 
Electric, 
Honeywell, and the Standard 
Oil com panies. The three corpo­ 
rations are specifically singled 
out, though no reason is given 
for this selection. GE has, of 
course, been the focus of steady 
terrorist 
attention 
for 
some 


time, as a m ajor m anufacturer 
of defense hardware. 
PHASE ONE and Two, how­ 
ever, are considered but cur­ 
tain-raisers for two all-out a s ­ 
saults. The first of these, the 
memo states, will be a m assive 
attack on Wall Street which, the 
coalition is confident, will shut 
down 
the 
nation’s 
financial 
nerve center and lead to a 
bloody confrontation with the 
police. It should be noted here 
that the Wall Street section of 
New York, with its narrow 
streets and heavy traffic, is 
ideal for guerrilla activity. 
E X P E R IE N C E gained in this 
operation will be employed in 
the coalition’s most ambitious 
and d an gerou s p ro je c t: To 
paralyze Washington and the 
federal government. For this 
attem pt, the coalition plans to 
send in 5,000 “ collectives” — a c ­ 
tion units— to infiltrate the 
capital, posting them selves in 
strategic areas. The date: May 
Day, 197 1. Targets will be the 
Department of Health, E duca­ 
tion & W elfare, the Justice De­ 
partment (which also houses 
the F B I), and Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency in stallatio n s. 
These buildings will be sur­ 
rounded by 
“ dem onstrators” 
while other activists block in­ 
gress bridges from Virginia and 
prevent government 
workers 
from getting to their jobs. 
TH ERE IS one uncertainty in 
the minds of coalition leaders. 
They are aw are that govern­ 
ment counterplans have been 
drawn up for a giant crack­ 
down, with system atic arrests 
and hardn osed prosecution . 
This was clearly indicated by 
President Nixon in the speech 
on violence which clim axed his 
cam paign swing. But the coali­ 
tion does not really care, even 
though its leaders know that 
federal authorities are aw are of 
their plans. 
THEY HAVE carefully stu­ 
died the “ Catechism of a Revo­ 
lutionist” — a brief m anifesto, 
drawn up by two Nineteenth 
Century nihilists, which deeply 
influenced Lenin. They see the 
rank-and-file m em bers of the 
movement, in the words of the 
Catechism , as “ instruments for 
stirring up disturbances in the 
State (who) must be continually 
pushed into dangerous actions, 
the result of which would be the 
destruction of the m ajority (of 
the conspirators) and the real 
revolution ary train ing of a 
few .” 
“ Radicalizing,” they call it 
now. 


Last will 
la w fa v orite 


WHAT FA CET of the law 
holds the most interest and 
fascination for the average per­ 
son? 
If 
your 
an sw er 
to 
that 
question is “ w ills” you are cor­ 
rect, say s the Illinois State Bar 
Association. 
THE 
ISBA says 
that 
the 
greatest number of inquiries it 
receives from you readers have 
to do with various aspects of 
estate and probate law—the 
settlem ent of wills by courts, 
lawful heirs, questions about 
the legality of wills and so on. 
WHY THIS fascination with 
the subject? The ISBA says the 
idea of m aking a will or—better 
still—being the beneficiary of 
one touches the lives of many 
people. Also, wills have his­ 
torically been a m atter of great 
public interest and have played 
roles in countless dram as both 
in fiction and in real life, includ­ 
ing m urder, fake wills and im ­ 
personation of heirs. Finally, as 
a legal concept, m an’s right to 
accum ulate property and be­ 
queath it dates alm ost as far 
back as recorded history. 
ACCORDING TO the ISBA, 
the idea of a will apparently got 
started around 3000 B.C. Egyp­ 
tian documents of that date had 
provisions for the disposal of 
property a fte r the ow ner’s 
death. And under Ham m urabi, 
king of Babylon in 1900 B.C., a 
father could disinherit his son 
for good cause, by proof, before 
a court of law. 
AND TH ER E is no question 
that an inheritance meant a lot 
even in those days. The Old 
Testam ent 
likens 
an 
inheri­ 
tance to the blessing of the Al­ 
mighty. “ Blessed is the nation 
whose God is the Lord; and the 
people whom he hath chosen for 
his own inheritance,” the Bible 
says. 
And everybody 
knows 
the 
story about the young man who 
asked Je su s to “ speak to my 
brother that he m ay divide his 
inheritance with m e.” 
THE ROMANS get the credit 
for developing the idea of hand­ 
ing down property to a point 
that included a kind of living 
trust. A sonless Patrician, of the 
property-owning upper class, 
could go before a council known 
as the “ Comitia C alata” and 


m ake an absolute gift of his pro­ 
perty to an “ haeres,” with the 
understanding that 
the heir 
would not try to collect it until 
after the owner’s death. 
THE RIGHT OF the Roman 
to m ake bestowals, however, 
was restricted to regular fam ily 
succession. He could m ake be­ 
quests to others only if no one 
in his clan survived him, or if 
living m em bers of the clan 
waived their rights. To keep 
everything on the up and up, 
each member of the clan had a 
representative on the Comitia 
Calata. 
LATER, THE Romans began 
putting their wills into writing. 
The will had to be signed by 
seven witnesses instead of being 
announced publicly, and the 
contents could be kept secret. 
Upon the Fall of Rome, feudal 
law took over the m atter of 
wills. It decreed that only the 
oldest son could inherit real 
property. 
DURING THE Middle Ages, 
priests usually drafted the wills 
because so few people could 
read or write. And in 117 0 Pope 
Alexander III decreed that no 
one could make a will except in 
the presence of a priest. The 
Church also had jurisdiction 
over the probate of wills of per­ 
sonal property. 
GRADUALLY, THE Roman 
idea of wills, which the priests 
had successfully applied to per­ 
sonal property all along, w as 
extended to real property. In 
1535, Henry VIII forced P arli­ 
ament to adopt the “ Statute of 
U ses,” which again prevented 
wills of land. But the king soon 
yielded to pressure from land­ 
owners and the Statute of Wills, 
passed in 1540, restored their 
right to make wills. 
P arliam en t 
decreed 
that 
every will had to be in writing. 
A sim ilar requirement is con­ 
tained in the Illinois law relat­ 
ing to wills.

This Thursday finds the fa­ 
mous auction quartet of A, B, Y 
and Z competing against each 
other in the weekly duplicate 
game. As ususal Z is South with 
A and B holding the East-West 
cards. 
The old auction experts put on 
a pretty good show of contract 
bidding today with Z winding up 
as declarer at four spades. 
A made the normal opening 
lead of the king of hearts and B 
signaled with the nine. Z’s long 
experience at dummy play 
made it easy for him to play the 
five spot without any indication 
that he was ducking. But the 
play didn’t fool A in the slight­ 
est. 
A could tell that Z needed the 
ace of hearts in order to have an 
opening bid so that B ’s nine-spot 
play almost surely indicated the 
start of an echo with a double­ 
ton. A also knew that Z had 
some sound reason for ducking 
that first heart. What could it 
be? 
After a moment of thought A 
was able to reconstruct Z ’s hand 
in its entirety. He had to hold six 
spades. With a seven-card suit 
he would have jumped when he 
rebid. With a five-card suit he 
wouldn’t have made any imme­ 
diate rebid. He had to be void of 
clubs so the ace of clubs would 
give him a place to park his 
third heart at some stage or oth­ 
er in the play. This left him with 
four diamonds. 
Therefore, A continued with 
the queen of hearts. Z won and 
led his 10 of spades but A hopped 
up with the ace and led a third 
heart for B to ruff. A still had to 
make his king of diamonds and 
Z was one down. 
Note that if A had led a low’ 
heart dummy would win the 
trick with the jack and Z would 
then discard his ace of hearts on 
the club ace and make his con­ 
tract.

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The growing trash crisis . part II 
New methods of disposal are needed

MIDDLETOWN. Ohio (A P i- 
On a recent Indian summer 
night in this southern Ohio city 
sprawled beside the Miami R iv­ 
er. a group of middle-Ameri- 
cans celebrated a boys’ night 
out at a local tavern. 
About midnight, after they 
paid the bill and departed, the 
waitress gathered 30-some emp­ 
ty beer bottles and dumped 
them clattering into a plastic 
garbage can at the end of the 
bar. Later, the janitor hauled 
them to a bin out back. 
Finally, a garbage truck took 
the bottles to a sanitary landfill 
where they were buried—lost 
forever, presumably, to a socie­ 
ty rapidly depleting its natural 
resources. 
But the 43 billion glass and 
metal beverage containers man­ 
ufactured last year, most of 
which were discarded, are only 
a small part of the growing 
mounds of garbage that threat­ 
en to become a national pollu­ 
tion crisis. 
If Americans are to avoid 
being inundated in the discards 
from their throw-away living, 
scientists 
warn, 
vastly 
im­ 
proved methods of refuse collec­ 
tion and disposal must be adopt­ 
ed. And all reuseable refuse 
must be recycled back into the 
economy. 
“ Have you ever thought,’’ the 
tavern waitress was 
asked, 
“ about those bottles. Should we 
just throw them away or find 
some way to use them again9’’ 
“ No.” she replied. “ No, I ’ve 
never thought about it.” 
Paul Marsh has been thinking 
about those bottles and the 250 
million tons of commercial, res­ 
idential and institutional waste 
generated last year. He and a 
team of engineers and techni­ 
cians at the black Clawson Co. 
on the other side of Middletown 
have been working for three 
years on a system to cheaply 
handle solid waste while separ­ 
ating valuable glass, metal and 
paper for recycling. 
Black Clawson’s system, like 
dozens of others under develop­ 
ment by private and govern­ 
ment agencies, is what scien­ 
tists say

waste disposal systems. Studies 
indicate that the nation's gar­ 
bage 
will 
yield 
salvageable 
materials worth at least $1 bil­ 
lion a year, offsetting the $4.5 
billion yearly collection and dis­ 
posal costs. 
In almost every case, studies 
have found, technology already 
exists to cope with solid waste 
problems. 
Black Clawson, an old-line 
manufacturer of paper stock 
and 
paper 
pulp 
equipment, 
adapted its paper machinery to 
handle garbage. 
“ Some of the waste papers 
normally processed by the pa­ 
per pulp industry aren’t much 
removed from garbage, which 
is usually 55 per cent paper any­ 
way,” Marsh said. “ So we just 
took our existing technology and 
worked it into a system.” 
Heart of the system is a circu­ 
lar tank of swirling water with a 
spinning blade at the bottom 
that grinds domestic refuse fed 
from a conveyer. Cans, bottles, 
lawn clippings, iron, a pillow, 
wood, a hairbrush, paper, ev­ 
erything 
plummet 
into 
the 
brown whirlpool and quickly be­ 
come indistinguishable in the 
liquid slurry. 
Subsequent processes, most 
adapted from the paper indus­ 
try, separate paper pulp, metals 
and glass for recycling. The res­ 
idue is burned in a pollution-free 
incinerator. 
Black Clawson officials say 
the system will dispose of refuse 
for $2-$5 a ton, comparable with 
other disposal costs. 
At the U.S. Bureau of Mines 
in College Park. Md., metallur­ 
gists, using existing mineral 
processing technology, have de­ 
veloped a pilot plant that con­ 
sumes incinerator residue and 
separates glass, scrap iron alu­ 
minum and other metals. 
USBM officials call incinera­ 
tor residue “ burban ore,” be­ 
cause their studies indicate that 
a ton of incinerator residue will 
yield $12 worth of glass and 
metal when put through a proc­ 
ess that would cost $3.52 a ton. 
But despite demonstrations by 
Black Clawson, USBM and oth­ 
ers that refuse can be handled 
efficiently while salvaging valu­ 
able materials, potential mar­ 
kets for salvage remain uncer­ 
tain.

ed the markets undoubtedly ex­ 
ist. but they must be developed 
further. 
Meanwhile, few cities or pri­ 
vate refuse diposal companies 
will risk capital in new recycl­ 
ing 
schemes 
with 
unproven 
markets. 
What is needed, municipal of­ 
ficials agree, are federal dem­ 
onstration grants. City officials 
will try new ideas if they aren’t 
risking their taxpayers’ money. 
But the Bureau of Solid Waste 
Management in the Department 
of Health. Education and Wel­ 
fare had only about $15 million 
with which to work last year. 
Dr. Merril Eisenbud, a profes­ 
sor at the New York University 
Instituteof Environmental Med­ 
icine, told a Senate subcommit­ 
tee that demonstration grants 
should be $500 million a year. 
“ At the present time with 
the $15-million budget, they can 
demonstrate one of everything 
every few years,” he said. “ But 
we need to do it in parallel. We 
need to demonstrate a whole 
spectrum of incinerators, not 
just one or two.” 
He was testifying before the 
Senate Public Works subcom­ 
mittee on air and water pollu­ 
tion about a bill to replace the 
Solid Waste Disposal Act of 
1965. The bill would increase 
funding—reaching $236 million 
in 
grants 
by 
1974—and 
an 
amendment would create a na­ 
tional commission to formulate 
policy on conserving materials. 
Another bill introduced by the 
Nixon administration, basically 
would extend the 1965 act, plac­ 
ing emphasis on the private sec­ 
tor shouldering the burden for 
waste management. The Office 
of Science and Technology and 
HEW would formulate mate­ 
rials policies.

On dozens of other fronts, pri­ 
vate and public research efforts 
are tackling solid waste disposal 
problems and coming up with 
encouraging results. 
In Palo Alto, Calif., the Com­ 
bustion Power Co., under a fed­ 
eral grant, has developed a pol­ 
lution free incinerator that sep­ 
arates glass and metals then 
burns the remaining refuse. Gas 
produced in the burning turns 
turbines that generate electrici­ 
ty. After sale of salvage and 
electricity, company officials 
say, the system would cost a 
city only $1 a ton to dispose of 
its refuse. 
Several cities have begun us­ 
ing computers to plan refuse 
truck routes, speeding collection 
and cutting costs. Other com­ 
munities have turned to paper 
and plastic bags to replace tra­ 
ditional garbage cans. 
Some cities have begun shred­ 
ding refuse before burying it in 
sanitary landfills. Health haz­ 
ards are reduced and a landfill 
will hold more. 
Scientists say pyrolysis of 
garbage—thermal 
destruction 
at high pressure and tempera­ 
ture—offers promise. A ton of 
garbage will yield a barrel of 
heating oil. 
Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Co. has built a plant in Akron, 
Ohio, that converts old tires to 
heating oils and gas. Goodyear 


Tire and Rubber has announced 
plans for a plant to convert old 
tires to carbon black, a useful 
industrial chemical. 
The Glass container Manufac­ 
turers Institute has announced 
industry plans to open 92 bottle 
redemption centers around the 
country that will pay a half-cent 
a bottle or a penny a pound. 
At Franklin Institute in Phila­ 
delphia, scientists are studying 
a scheme to pump solid wastes 
through a pipeline for undersea 


dumping off the continental 
shelf. The pipeline would carry 
wastes now burned and buried 
or dumped in the Delaware Riv­ 
er in the Philadelphia area. 
The scrap iron industry re­ 
ports encouraging results with 
new shredders that consume 
hundreds of junked automo­ 
biles each hour. One proposal 
envisions a rail-mounted auto 
recycling plant 
traveling 
to 
areas where scrap processors 
haven’t been active. 


Slowly, surely, new methods 
to recycle the nation's wastes 
are being developed along with 
more efficient disposal methods. 
But the process is slow and a 
sudden 
technological 
break­ 
through that will solve many 
solid waste problems at once is 
unlikely. 
Speaking last spring in Hous-

“ No greater social and mate­ 
rial goal could come from this 
decade than the technology to 
recycle the bulk of our wastes, 
enabling us to take the mate­ 
rials that benefited society once 
and make them benefit society 
again.
